Sir Vincent, discussing some of the 
developments of the year, said: 

“The banking year just closed has 
required constant vigilance and I am 
glad to be in a position to.inform you 
that, while our profits on the basis of 
capital employed have not been as 
large as those of the immediately pre- 
ceding years, as was to be expected 
with lessened activity in business 
generally, coupled with increased taxa- 
tion, we have been fortunate in escap- 
ing seriotts losses, and the liquid posi- 
tion and great strength of the Bank 
remain ubimpaired. 

“Bince your last annual meeting, 
the Merchants Bank has been ab-

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Hog Grading Progress 
Provisions of Regulations Under the 
Livest0tk Products Act 
It is gratifying to see by the weekly 
market reports of the Dominion Live- 
stoek Branch that the grading of hogs 
has generally met with approval and 
acceptance, All the markets report 
a ‘firmer tone. Perhaps it may be 
worth while here to remind farmers 
that the grades are nine in number, 
briefly as follows: Select bacon, hogs 


! weighing 160 to 210 Ibs. at stock yards 


or abattoirs suitable for. choice bacon 
or Wiltshire sides for export; thick 
smooth, hogs weighing 160 to 210 Ibs. 
not conforming ‘to select bacon stand- 
ard but of smooth conformation and 
finish; shop hogs, animals weighing 
120 to 160 Ibs. of smooth conformation 
and finish; heavies, hogs weighing 210 
to 260 Ibs, of select bacon or thick 
smooth. conformation or finish; extra 
heavies, hogs weighing over 260 Ibs. of 
smooth conformation and finish; feed- 
ers, hogs weighing 170 Ibs. or under, 
any type of smooth conformation and 
finish; roughs, hogs of rough confor- 
mation, any welght; sows, all females 
that have ralsed one or more litters, 
and sub-grade (a) those of smooth fin- 
ish and trim underline up to 350 Ibs., 
subgrade (b) all other sows; stags, 
boars that have been castrated and 
are well healed. All the weights giv- 
en aré required at stockyards or abat- 
toirs, but at local shipping points, and 
at such polnts as may be designated 
from time to time, ten pounds more 
are allowed to the lowest limit and to 
the highest in every case, 
vincial Swine Breeders’ or Provinelal 
Producers’ Association can make ap- 
plication to the Dominion Livestock 
Commissioner for a grading centre. If 
the application is approved a grader 
will be appointed.

{s wrotchédness and suffering, it 
would be a sweet and gracious thing;

There are 
1,600 grown persons in the province 
who have (uberculosts in an active 
form, and who are not in the sana- 
torium, or in any haspital, Such is 
the information gathered by the Royal 
Commission on Tubercolsis in Saskat- 
chewan, which recéntly made its re- 
port to the Government. In hundreds 
of cases, mothers who are not able to 
pay for medical care for themselves, 
are endangéring thelr little children, 
If treatment could be provided for the 
mother, the children would be saved 
also from the danger of infection. It 
is with the desire to save both the 
mothers and the children that’ the 
Everywoman’s Fund has been organ- 
ized in tho province, The object is 
to raise $50,000.00 for the care of 60 
mothers during 1923. The donations 
already received by Mrs. F. W. Bates, 
3068 Angus Street, Regina, and by A.
